to the nest. The old birds fed the young 
ones regularly, and paid every attention to 
them for about a weck, when, finding that 
they could not get them outside their prison 
walls, they possibly poisuned them, 
for all three died on the same day within a 
few minutes of each other. 


I believe this habit of parent birds poison- 
fing their young, under such circumstances, 
is attributed almost exclusively to the thrush 
family. At ans rate, I have brought up 
many kinds of birds in this fashion—ie., 
placing a сате with the young in it near their 
nest and leaving the feeding of them to the 
old birds—inciuding larks, linnets ehai- 
finches, buntings, bullfinches, and green- 
finches, and I have never had the misfortune 
to lose any of them at the bands of their 
own parents, while, on the other hand, а: 
stated above, I have had many young black- 
birds and thrushes e?milarly caged die mys- 
terious deaths. The experiences of some of 
my readers on this subject would be of great 
interest. -

Many systems had been 
adopted in the organisation of continuation 
schools, and it was for the conference to 
choose which was the most worthy of suppo:t. 
He would only say, without attempting to 
anticipate how soon or how cemplet.ly it 
might be in the power of Government to 
bring before Parliament a moro fall and com- 
preheneive organisation of secondary educa- 
tion, including technical instruction, that it 
must be always recognised how great nnd 
valuable was the work already being done by 
continuation classes all over the countrys, 
work not only of a bigh practical, but of the 
highest experimental, value.
